Only four years ago, with the high sound- 
ing title of Oniversity,.it was, in fact, a 
piddling, indifferent, little grammar school, 
not equal to of the private schools 
kept by individuals in its vicinity. It had 
entirely lost the confidence of the great 
body of the people. The board of trustees, 
—— themselves, pursued a nar- 
row minded, ilfiberal policy, iu: suhbservi⸗ 
ence tothe sectarian and party principles 
sotthe majority in .féligion and politics, 
They kept a man ut the head of the institu- 
tiun, who, was not:pre-eminoltt for his tal- 
entsand learning, and in whose qualifica- 
tions the public copld not be induced to 
confide, The public papers, independent in 
principle, and aiming only at the public 
good, commenced an investigation of the 
subject. The great error of the board, in 
not procuring an able man to preside, was 
fully exposed. and demonstrated: but the 
majority, adh@ting to their illiberal princi- 
ples, and narrow minded policy, continued 
obstinately to pursue the same course. 
The legislature was at last induced to act 
effectually on the subject ; and a new board 
of trustces, liberal in their principles, and: 
harmonious in their views, ‘were entrusted 
with the management of the institution.

gave an account of a singularaccident which 
happened to the car of this celebrated deity, 
whom the great bulk of the natives: contin- 
ue to regard as the lord of the. world, in 
spite of those clear and decisive proofs 
which would convince even the most thought- 
less of his complete inability to verify that 
tile. We trust we shall be excused by 
our readers if we bring the” subject again 
before them, in order to rélate *several cir- 
cumstances,. which ‘though fot novel in 
themselves, have been rendered so notorious 
at the present anniveggary, a8 to warrant 
their being publicly made known. 

This image’ of Jugunnattha is the most 
famous of all the images of that deity in this 
part of the country, and by those .who are 
interested in the subject, is regarded as in- 
ferior only to the criginal image in: Orissa. 
The splendid endowments it cnjoys, and its 
vicinity to the metropolis of the east, the 
residence of so great. a proportion of 
wealthy natives—conspire to give a degree 
of celebrity, which is denied to every other 
image in this part of the country. ‘Fhe cu- 
pidity and rapacity of those brahmuns who 
are the proprietors of this. image, have ea- 
gerly seized on thcse citewmstances, and 
turned them in a channel df profit to «them- 
selves. 

Two miles from the temple of this deity, 
stands that of his imagined brother Rad- 
ha-vullubh, and the eight days which the 
shastrus allow to intervene between the car’s 
being drawn forth, and its being drawn back, 
have been improved to their own advantage 
by the proprietors of this latter temple, 
who, by means of an annual present, obtain 
permission for him to spend this.time in the 
society of his brother, in which ‘according 
to the notion of the vulgar, he enjoys every 
degree of fraternal delight. This present 
is in'general seventy-five rupees; which 
however renders the residence of Jugun- 
nat’ha with bis brother, still a profitable 
concern to the proprietors of Radha-vullubh’s 
temple. In the seven days during. which 
he remained there this year, presents were 
made to him in money to the value of five 
hundred rupee’ ; and to the amount of a- 
bout two hundred more in “various articles, 
chiefly of food. These presents, however, 
being made at the temple of Radha-vullabh, 
reverted to the proprietors of that image, 
and not to those of Jugunnat’ha. 

The sacred p ages who are *the pto- 
prietors and lords Of both these images, and 
who of course claitas thie ‘right the of- 
ferings made theni, are neg, the only per- 
sons however, to,whom this festival is advan- 
tageous. Within the last two,.or three 
years it has been customary to erect sheds

Within a few miles round, no few- 
er than six were ‘crushed “to death ; and 
when we consider, all ‘the circumstances of 
the case, it will appear highly probable 
‘that this is not an unfair estimate fora 
| limited space of the number of accidents at 
these seasons annually. This. festival is 
celebrated througout the whole of Bengal ; 
always occurs during the rains and at the 
time of the changes of the moon, wien there 
is frequently an extraordinary fall of rain.— 
With the exception of those at Calcutta, tho 
cats are drawn over roads formed mercly 
of earth which are of course slippery io a high 
degree. When any one of the crowd ofde- 
voters who are drawing the car, happens to 
fall down, the number who arezcrowded a 
round him as closely as they. cdn stand, pre- 
vents his rising again, and the impossibility 
‘of stopping the car deprives him of every 
chance of escape, unless he should happen 
to fall precisely into ,one of the intermed- 
iate spaces formed in this instance by thirty- 
two heavy whcels, made of solid plank.

On drawing back the car this year some of 
the people from below made great efforts to 
ascend the car likewise,-—but those who had 
already mounted it, unwilling to admit more, 
used every means to prevent intrusion by 
thapwing down thos@-who were climbing, 
either with their hands. or with bamboos.. 
After tnany fruitless efforts, the crowd be- 
low, enraged at this opposition assailed 
those above with mad and stones, and every 
missile thing within their reach. For a 
time all was tumalt and disorder. Jugun- 
nat’ha, indeed did ‘not fare better. than his. 
votaries who had occasioged the tumult. In 
the eagerness of the crowd to cimstise those 
who had incurredtheir ‘anger, he himse!f 
wasso bedaubed with the fiithy. elements 
which the multitude threw up profusely, 
that his face and many parts of his car were 
nearly covered with mud. Aſter this yio- 
lent expression of resentment, the indigna- 
tion of the psople having exhausted itself, 
they again applied their shoulvers to the 
ropes, and proceeded in their wonted man- 
ner till they came within about two hundred. 
yards of the appointed place Here the car 
stuck fast-; and whether it were for want of 
real strength, or ifinclination, they felt una- 
ble to re had and theré it mst remain rift 
the nextanniversary. With what ideas of 
the majesty of the supreme ruler of the uni- 
verse, with what sentiments of reverence for.
